During 
the whole period only’ the lower 
slopes of the hills’ were under 
bombardment, the crest ~ being 
neglected presumably because 
this territory has become a “no- 
man’s land.” . 

METHODICAL ACCURACY 

The Soviet gunners fired the 
entire afternoon with methodical 
accuracy. 

The accurate registering of the 
guns was in striking contrast to 
that witnessed:a few days ago. 
The previous aimless, searchings 
by single guns, has now given 
way to magnificent grouping. by 
whole batteries. At first, one 
gun feels the way. until it has re- 
gistered the correct range. Then, 
in a few minutes, the others take 
up the bombardment following 
with explosion. following explo- 
gion all around the desired spot. 

The. Japanese’ mounted ‘guns 
took up the challenge and could 
_be-clearly seen pounding away at 

the hills of the Soviet positions. 
Towards dusk the fire dwindled 
in intensity.
